Before you can discover all Niagara-on-the-

popular route into town runs from the Queen 
Elizabeth Way (QEW). 

Take the Glendale Avenue exit off the QEW to 
Niagara-on-the-Lake, then follow signs to 
connect to Regional Road 55 by turning left on 
to York Road, then make a right at the first set 
of lights to take Airport Road, the shortest path 
to Regional Road 55, which is called “Niagara 
Stone Road” locally. Him right onto Stone 
Road and enjoy the scenery of lush vineyards 
and the bustling commerce of Virgil before you 
arrive at Queen Street in the Old Town. When 
you get to the end of the road, with the golf 
course and the lake ahead of you, turn right to 
get to the heart of the Old Town and the Shaw 
Festival theatres. 

Once you’re within the municipality, please 
check the map on Page 20 and 21 to navigate 
your way around town. Detailed driving 
directions are also available from the Chamber 
of Commerce.

T he Old Town of Niagara-on-the-Lake is a 
national heritage district, and a centre of 
history, culture and commerce surround¬ 
ed by a rich agricultural area of orchards and 
vineyards—a postcard-perfect landscape for 
visitors.

iagara-on-the-Lake lives and breathes 
history. 

It was the first capital of Upper 
Canada, site of the first library, newspaper and 
golf course, and passed the first anti-slavery 
legislation. 

It was also the site of important battles of the 
War of 1812, which established our country, 
so this is a special year as we commemorate 
the bicentennial of the war and celebrate two 
hundred years of peace with our neighbour. 

There are many exciting events and re-en¬ 
actments taking place between now and 
September, 2014, that will commemorate 
some of the historic events that helped form 
this country 200 years ago. 

The War of 1812 defined Canada in many 
ways, the most important being whether or 
not it would exist separately or become part 
of the United States. This region, and Niagara- 
on-the-Lake in particular, was at the forefront 
of the war from beginning to end. 

Successful defence of Canada depended 
heavily upon the forces and people in this 
region. Other areas suffered invasion but 
none as severely as this area. The town of 
Niagara in 1813 experienced the longest 
occupation by foreign military force of a town 


of its size. 

The occupation ended during a December 
snowstorm when the withdrawing American 
forces burned almost every building in town. 
Although facing a smoldering ruin, with the 
war continuing for another year, the spirit of 
the people revived this town and restored its 
life. 

The town itself, now a National Historic 
District, had been settled by American Loyalists 
who fled to Niagara during the American 
Revolution. Then, in the days leading up to the 
War of 1812, Fort George became a strong¬ 
hold with a British military base, and resi¬ 
dents found themselves within range of enemy 
cannons at Fort Niagara, just across the river. 

The troops of Fort George crushed an 
American invasion at Queenston Heights in 
October of 1812, but lost brilliant military 
strategist General Isaac Brock. The Americans 
attacked again the following May, destroying 
Fort George and taking the town. It was the 
following December, 1813, that the Americans 
retreated, forcing many residents out into the 
snow and burning the town as they went. 

Conflicts continued into the fall of 1814, by 
which time both sides had invaded each oth¬ 
er's territory, some successfully. But these 
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SIR ISAAC BROCK... A GENERAL AND A LEGEND 

I saac Brock was bom on Guernsey Island, one of the Channel 
Islands between England and France in 1769- Napoleon Bonaparte 
and the Duke of Wellington were bom in the same year - definitely a 
good year for generals! He arrived in Canada as a Commander in 1802 
and for the next few years was itching to get back and make a name for 
himself in the Napoleonic wars in Europe. 

In 1812 he was a 42 year old professional soldier. He was the adminis¬ 
trator for the Province of Upper Canada and was preparing himself for 
war with the US. 

Major-General Brock was ambitious, and energetic. To his credit, he 
helped bring deserving men out of the ranks to become officers and 
when petitioned by eager African Canadians to raise their own unit he 
granted permission. He called on the assistance of the Six Nations, 
pushed to fund and train Canadian fighting units and actively assisted 
Tecumseh and his forces. Like Tecumseh, Brock’s older brother had 
died in battle during the American evolution, so this war took on an 
extra dimension for both men. 

Brock had a massive area to defend and very few men to do it. 
Early successes for the outnumbered defenders were credited to the 
General. When he was killed in action at Queenston Heights on October 
13,1812, wearing the redcoat of an English officer, Isaac Brock was 
leading a very small, disjointed army that he had helped unite. It was 
an army of the poor that included Irish foot soldiers, local farm boys, 
former slaves and native warriors. 

Brock was admired by his American foes as much as by his own people 
and was revered far and wide. During his burial service, the Americans 
at Fort Niagara fired their cannons in tribute. His unique little force was 
outnumbered but victorious that day in Niagara and that band of broth¬ 
ers would build the nation we know today as Canada, using the memory 
of their former commander for inspiration.

Brock. 

Sunday, October 14, 2012 
THE BURIAL OF BROCK 

Celebrations continue on October 14, 2012 
with the funeral of Major General Sir Isaac 
Brock, and his Men Aide de Camp, Lieu¬ 
tenant Colonel John Macdonnell. The fu¬ 
neral procession will leave Fort George at 
noon, head down Byron-Prideaux Street, 
turn left onto Victoria Street, and left again 
onto Queen Street, where it will stop at the 
Courthouse. The procession will then turn 
left down King Street, and right onto Byron 
where is will stop at St. Mark’s Anglican 
Church, and then continue back down Byron 
to Historic Fort George where a Drumhead 
service will be performed by the Fort George 
Fife and Drum Corps. Closing ceremonies 
will take place inside Fort George, honour¬ 
ing the 200 years of peace. 

The Commemoration of the Battle of Queen¬ 
ston Heights has been planned by the 
following community partners: The Friends 
of Fort George, Parte Canada, Village of 
Queenston, Niagara Parte Commission, Lin¬ 
coln & Welland Regiment, St. Mark's Church 
and the Re-enactor Community. 

A special thanks to the Niagara Falls Bridge 
Commission for their generous donation 
towards this historic event. 
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E arly in the morning on October 13, 
1812, members of The United States 
Regular Army, coupled with militia 
units under the leadership of Major-General 
Stephen Van Rensselaer, crossed the Niagara 
River from Lewiston in the hopes of captur¬ 
ing the village of Queenston and gaining a 
foothold on Canadian soil before the cam¬ 
paign season was over. If the Americans 
were successful in capturing Queenston they 
would cut off supplies to the Western part of 
Upper Canada. 

Between 3am and 5am the first wave of 
Americans came over in bateaux, and so 
the Battle of Queenston Heights began. The 
Americans found early success capturing 
the Redan Battery and gaining control of 
the Heights above the village. About 100 Na¬ 
tive Warriors under the leadership of John 
Norton climbed the Heights and started ha¬ 
rassing the American Forces, keeping them 
contained on the Heights. By the early after¬ 
noon British regulars had arrived from Fort 
George and Chippawa. Under the leadership 


of Roger Hale Sheaffe, they fought alongside 
the Native Warriors, Canadian Militia, and 
Runchey’s Corps, repelling the American 
invaders on the Heights and forcing a sur¬ 
render which saw approximately 1,000 men 
taken prisoner. The British suffered very few 
casualties; however, they had lost their lead¬ 
er, Major-General Sir Isaac Brock who was 
shot through the chest while trying to regain 
the Redan Battery. 

The Battle of Queenston Heights was the first 
major engagement in the War and the British 
victory, coupled with the previous victories 
at Forts Mackinac and Detroit, gave Upper 
Canadians new hope in the British cause and 
unified the population behind the war effort.

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THE LAURA SECORD BICENTENNIAL AND COMMEMORATIVE WALK 


THE STORY OF LAURA SECORD 



L aura Ingersoll was bom in 1775 in Great Bar¬ 
rington, Massachusetts and came to Canada 
in 1795. She married James Secord in 1797. 

On October 13,1812 during the Battle of Queen- 
ston Heights, American soldiers crossed the rive 
from Lewiston into Queenston and scaled the heights. 

James, a militia sergeant with the artillery, fought at the 
Battle. Laura was at home when she learned that her husband 
had been wounded in the fighting. She climbed the hill in search of 
him. She found him with blood flowing from a wounded shoulder 
and knee. She helped him back home and dressed his wounds. 

The Niagara Peninsula was a no-man's land in the summer of 1813- 
Neither side had firm control of the area and the war had become a 
series of brief, frequent skirmishes. The Americans held Fort George. 
The British had four outposts to the west, the nearest of which was 
in DeCew's stone house on the escarpment south of present day St. 
Catharines. There, Lieutenant James Fitzgibbon had a special force 


Fitzgibbon captured several American riflemen, their captain, 
Cymius Chapin, sought revenge. He persuaded his command¬ 
ing officer that he could surprise Fitzgibbon's outpost, cap¬ 
ture the British officer and his men, and destroy the munitions 
stored in the DeCew house. One June afternoon, Chapin and his 
officers commandeered the Secord home for a meal. Mrs. Secord 
served them and overheard the Americans discussing their plan. 
Afterwards, Laura and James decided Fitzgibbon must be warned. 
James could not walk any distance because of his wounds, so Laura 
decided to take the word to Lieutenant Fitzgibbon herself. 

Early the next morning, on June 22, 1813, Laura quietly set out 
on her journey. She went first to St. Davids to see her half-brother 
Charles Ingersoll who was ill and would serve as an excuse for 
her trip if the Americans stopped her. To avoid the main roads, 
she went through fields and woods. Laura followed the course

of 12 Mile Creek, which flowed past DeCew’s house. Towards 
evening when she had gone about 32 km (19 miles), she 
stumbled into a Native encampment which was an outpost 
to Fitzgibbon's headquarters. Terrified, she convinced the 
chief that she had an important message. He brought her to 
Fitzgibbon and she told the Lieutenant her news. Two days 
later, on June 24, the British and First Nations warriors in¬ 
tercepted and engaged the Americans at the Battle of Beaver 
Dams. Trapped in open ground by the enemy, the American 
commander surrendered his 542 troops to a British force of 
300 First Nation warriors and Fitzgibbon's 50 soldiers. 

WALK INTO HISTORY WITH US ON JUNE 22, 2013 
The Friends of Laura 
Secord is laying the 
groundwork for a ma¬ 
jor event on June 22, 

2013 to honour the 
200th Anniversary of 
Laura Secord’s walk. 

The group is planning 
a commemorative re¬ 
enactment of Laura’s 
historic journey from 
her home in Queen¬ 
ston to DeCew House 
in Thorold, nearly 32 
kilometres away. They are working with experts on several options so that 
many ages and abilities can participate. There will be family activities at 
the Laura Secord Homestead in Queenston, and the opportunity to learn 
about the Battle of Beaver Dams and the crucial role of aboriginal allies in 
its success while at the DeCew House site in Thorold. 

Participants of The Laura Secord Commemorative Walk Event will pass 
through Niagara-on-the-Lake, Niagara Parks, Niagara Falls and St. 
Catharines before arriving at DeCew House in Thorold, the site where 
Laura delivered her famous message. It will be a unique opportunity 
to get some exercise and learn a little history along the way. Cultural 
awareness and appreciation for the environment will add to the expe¬ 
rience. In addition to the historic walk re¬ 
enactment, the group is planning several 
major complementary events, all of which are 
expected to draw thousands of visitors to the 
Niagara region. 

Over the next two years, the Friends of Laura 
Secord will be working in many creative ways 
to invigorate the story of Laura Secord, locally 
and across the country.

BACKGROUND: 

Following the Battle of Fort George 
in May, 2013, Americans occupied 
much of the Niagara Peninsula 
including the Town of Niagara, 
now known as Niagara-on-the- 
Lake. After occupying the town for 
almost seven months, the Americans 
retreated on December 10,1813. 
Prior to their departure and with the 


encouragement of the Canadian Volunteers, the American 
militiamen burned the town of Niagara. 

By the time the British approached, the scene that greeted them 
was beyond belief. Every building except one or two were glowing 
embers and the streets were littered with furniture. People were 
desperately seeking shelter, some in the Fort and some in crude 
shelters. 

The burning of the town in 1813 leaves a strong legacy even 
today. The current prosperity ofNiagara-on-the-Lake as a tourist 
destination is due in no small part to the beautiful homes of 
the Regency period that were rebuilt in the years after the war. 
Niagara on Fire, the key event that leads up to that, needs to be 
recognized for its significance 200years later. 

NIAGARA UNDER OCCUPATION 
To run from May to Dec. 2013 

This historic event in Canadian history - the occupation of our country 
by an invading force - can be highlighted in Niagara-on-the-Lake over a 
period of 7 months with students dressed as period American soldiers 
patrolling Queen and King Streets. We will also have two dominant 
“Guard Houses” located near the comers of King and Queen Streets. 
The students will “patrol” the town on different schedules to interact 
with residents and tourists and act as occupying soldiers. This event will 


draw the interest of thousands of tourists and help educate everyone 
about what it was like to be a town occupied by a foreign force. 

NIAGARA ON FIRE 

Event Date: December 6 and 7,2013 

The Niagara on Fire main event is to take place in the town at Market 
Square on December 6 and 7,2013. The Square itself is large enough 
to hold up to 500 people who will be treated to a special video com¬ 
memorating the event that occurred 200 years ago. 

The Video: the video will tell the story of the burning of the town, what 
led up to it and its consequences. 

Only the moving image can provide the full impact of what the devas¬ 
tation of the event 200 years ago meant to the community then. The 
video will leave a lasting memory and understanding of the extent of 
the cataclysm and provide a legacy - for schools and the next genera¬ 
tion. 

In addition, a fireworks display will include real flames at ground level 
plus a two-minute finale of close proximity pyrotechnics. The whole 
effect will prove a dramatic and exciting event.

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Young People 
in 1812 

A s with any conflict, young people are 
expected to bear the burden of war for 
their country. Being a teenager at any 
time is challenging but young people took on 
the responsibilities of adulthood at a much 
earlier age almost 200 years ago. Add to this 
a war in your backyard and the lives of young 
people and children were turned upside down 
during the War of 1812. 

Amelia Ryerse, William Merritt and John Rich¬ 
ardson were teenagers when the War of 1812 
started. They lived through one of the worst 
periods in the history of Niagara and they all 
left accounts of the experience. 

At 16 years of age, Miss Ryerse watched Ameri¬ 
can soldiers bum her family farm while her 
widowed mother tried in vain to stop them. 
She went on to be an author and raised a family 
at Eldon House in London Ontario and never 
forgot those terrible years of war. Young Mr. 
Merritt was an 18 year-old militia officer with 
a troop of cavalry. He served in a dozen battles 
throughout the war, saw his family home ran¬ 
sacked and he spent time as a prisoner of war. 
Of course, older Mr. Merritt went on to build 
the Welland Canal and his name has adorned 
towns, schools and streets. John Richardson 
served as a 16 year old volunteer with the 4lst 
Regiment of Foot and served in a number of 
campaigns including service alongside the 
great Chief Tecumseh and General Brock. He 
went on to be an author and his books are still 
in print today. 

The War of 1812 had a profound effect on their 
generation. They grew up quickly in those tur¬ 
bulent times as they took on roles that people 
twice their age steered clear of. The war so¬ 
lidified their views about being Canadian, it left 
them with a loathing for war and they passed 
on these notions to their children and grand¬ 
children. Every generation worries about the 
younger generation, that somehow they will 
not be prepared for the challenges that may 
confront them and the parents of Amelia, 
William and John were no different. The 
young people of Niagara rose to the challenge 
in 1812, have risen to challenges since that 
time, they are meeting challenges today and 
they will in the future.

Ebikes travel at speeds up to 32 
kilometres an hour, and the charge will take 
you about 60 kilometres, although you’re 
asked to stay within a 12-kilometre radius of 
Old Town. That’s far enough to tour local win¬ 
eries and enjoy beautiful bike paths. 

A gauge on the bike gives lots of warning if 
the charge is running out, so there won’t be any 
unwelcome surprises. It can be recharged 
overnight.
